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REPORT OF BISHOP GARRETT. 
( Concluded.) 
RELIGIOUS CONDITION OF THE COUNTRY. 


“Ye men of Texas, I perceive that ye are very religious,” is the senti- 
ment forced upon the mind of a Churchman who travels through this 
country for the first time. All the principal towns contain several build- 
ings representing as many different bodies of Christians ; the small towns, 
one or more, used in turn by every denomination; the hamlets, a 
Masonic or Odd Fellows’ Lodge Room, the basement of which is used for 
preaching ; and some farming settlements have a rude structure of boughs 
and branches where the “local preacher” leads in prayer and praise. 
These, however, are not the tents of a united Israel. The very air rings 
with the battle-cry of denominational war. Every platform is an arena 
—-spiritual champions traverse the country from north to south and east to 
west, challenging all the world to test them in single combat. Men of 
mettle and mark are fetched from St. Louis or other large cities, to 
maintain the sinking cause of some particular “ church ” against the strong- 
lunged advocate of another. The spirit of the leaders is imparted to the 
multitude who raise or depress the thumb as their favorite seems to gain 
or lose. Oh, melancholy exhibition of a wounded and torn Christianity, 
before a scoffing and sceptical world ! 

To these people are we sent, having been put in trust with the Gospel 
‘of peace, to make known to them “the faith once delivered to the 
Saints,” as the “One, Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church” hath 
received the same. To disarm controversy by refusing it, to allay irrita- 
tion by meekness, to overthrow error without stirring up strife, to 
instruct without reflection upon others, to present the Gospel in the 
Church without offending prejudice, to preserve Christian peace without 
the sacrifice of Churchly principle—this is the work we have to do. Of its 
‘difficulty I will not speak. But here will I bear my cheerful and most 
grateful testimony, to wit : 

During all my travels in this District I have never been refused the 
use of a denominational house of worship. Always and everywhere have 
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I met warm interest, gentlemanly courtesy and Christian sympathy. 
Large congregations haye received the Church’s Ministry at my hands for 
the first time, always with respectful attention, often even with enthusi- 
asm. ‘To one and all of the Christian bodies who have loaned me their 
buildings, I have at the time returned my public thanks, and here rejoice 
to place on permanent record the heartfelt expression of them. 

The fact, however, still remains that : 


THE CHURCH’S WORK CANNOT THUS BE DONE. 


I must here repeat what I have already written in Tux Spreir or Mis- 
sions of last May : 

“T am utterly opposed to borrowing the church buildings of the various 
denominations for our Services, and this for many cogent reasons : 

“q, It presents the Church to the multitude as one of the denominations. 

“}, It renders it impolitic and discourteous to put forward any very 
distinctive Church principles, 

“¢, It accepts a politeness which our feelings and our principles alike 
forbid us to reciprocate. 

“qd. It creates a prejudice against us when we are obliged to decline 
lending our churches. 

‘“‘e, It is on the face of ita confession that the Church has been negli- 
gent and slow in the performance of her duty.” 

Experience has not allowed me to moderate any of these reasons. 
They have gathered strength as my travels have extended. And however 
fortunate the Bishop may be in procuring these houses on his annual or 
semi-annual visits, it is evident that all the difficulties are very seriously 
augmented when the regular Missionary begins his stated and more fre- 
quent Services. Qn two occasions recently, one of my Missionaries 
having sent by mail the usual notice of his intended visit, arrived only to 
find the “church” occupied by some “ other” preacher. The expense of 
travel he had in both cases to bear himself. These bootless journeys 
depress the heart, and try severely the zeal and love of the Missionary. 
Such apparent indifference to the commission he carries and the message 
he bears, is wearing to the very soul. 

Cheap churches therefore are an imperative necessity. 

Nor can the people themselves be expected to provide them without 
liberal assistance ; for in all places there are but very few Churchmen, 
none of them rich, and in many places, as this Report shows, there are no 
Churchmen at all. The question is, therefore, a grave one for the Church 
at large prayerfully to consider, whether, having put her hand to the 
plough, she is prepared to hold it to the end? 


CHARACTER OF THE POPULATION, 


The population of this District may be divided into four great classes. 
First, of course, are the old residents of the State, who possess frequently 
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large tracts of land and other property. Very few of these are Church- 
men, and those who may in youth have acknowledged the Church as a 
nursing Mother, have so long been forgotten by her Ministry, that very 
little sympathy in her present work can now be expected from them. 
Next we have the rapidly rising wave of recent immigration. This is 
sweeping over the State in a truly noble flood. Many of these are people 
of refinement and education, carrying the Church’s love in their hearts, 
and yearning earnestly, but often in vain, for her holy Services. They 
are for the most part people who have been broken up by the war, and 
have come here to begin the world afresh. Whatever may be the inten- 
sity of their zeal, their ability to aid financially is sadly small. Then 
comes the great mass of persons engaged in agriculture—independent, 
manly, intelligent and hard-working people. Very few indeed are 
Churchmen, but the majority are warm supporters of some form of 
Christianity. They are all struggling hard to acquire homesteads, fence 
and improve their lands, and increase their stock. To these men and 
women the Church bears a message of great preciousness, of the value of 
which they are profoundly ignorant. To expect that they will provide 
houses wherein they may gradually unlearn all the lessons of their early 
years, is manifestly chimerical. Lastly, we find the people known as “ herd- 
ers” or ‘‘cow-boys,” who live in the saddle, carry their lives in their 
pistols, and have very little reverence for religion or literature. They 
have souls for which Curisr died, and to them must the Church carry 
the blessed knowledge of their preciousness. 

To which of these classes shall your Apostle in this region appeal for 
aid towards the erection of simple but suitable tabernacles for the worship 
of Gop? To all, of course. But with what prospect of success ? 

SITES. 

Few things are of more importance in a new country than to be able 
to secure at an early day, when land is cheap, suitable sites for churches 
and schools in such towns as may seem to need them, The lack of ability 
to do this always puts the Church in the background. A lot is offered 
in an unfitting location, that a neat church erected thereupon may improve 
the neighborhood. Poverty too often induces the “ Building Committee ” 
to accept the offer. The result is waste. Or penury can only pay for 
space enough to hold the church. By and by, as the town grows, a saloon 
opens its alluring doors at one side, and a chattering Cheap John puffs his 
wares at the other. The position becomes untenable. The little flock 
must be fleeced and peeled again to procure a better site and build anew. 
We speak of that we know, and speak with sadness. 


SCHOOLS. 


In 1872 I preached a sermon before the Cathedral Chapter of the 
Diocese of Nebraska, from which I transcribe the following sentences : 
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“The founding of schools and colleges may be ranked among the primal 
duties of a Bishop. It is proverbially difficult to influence the old. The 
hope of every church is in its children. If they be neglected, languishing 
and decay will creep on apace. There is no more serious feature in the 
prospect of this country than the result likely to follow from the non- 
religious training of the rising generation. A vast population is being 
raised up without any fear of Gop before its eyes. Intellect is stimu- 
lated often to the verge of insanity. An ambitious desire to live without. 
work by the exercise of an over-reaching shrewdness, an unscrupulous. 
thirst for wealth and position without enduring the patient toil necessary 
to their legitimate acquirement, an impatience of parental authority, a 
fatal laxity of moral obligation—these are a few of the characteristics of 
our age. Among these very dangerous influences are our children grow- 
ing up. By what means or agency can they be shielded from the injurious 
power of such a state of things? By patient and careful training in 
religious principle, Let morality be enforced, not merely because neces- 
sary for the discipline of a school, but because, while founded in the 
nature of things and sustained by the verdict of conscience, it is also com- 
manded by the will of Gop, and sanctioned by the dread realities of the 
world to come ; let the siz as well as the inconvenience of immorality, be 
systematically condemned ; let the affections of the heart, the instinct of 
filial duty, and the religious sentiment of every child, be cultivated and 
educed with the greatest and most persistent care; let the reasoning 
faculties be early taught to take good heed to the voice of conscience, and 
to view with suspicion any conclusions which cannot claim its sanction ; 
let the spiritual nature be as patiently studied in its requirements as is 
the intellectual, and as careful provision made for their supply ; let the 
high claims of revealed religion and the mighty enginery of a future state 
be brought to bear upon the soul with the same constant urgency as the 
routine work of scholastic training upon the brain ; let secular‘ knowledge ” 
be chastened by a Christian ‘temperance,’ and religious thought enlightened 
by wide and liberal, scientific and literary culture. Let these be ever 
present features in our schools, and the education they impart will well 
deserve the name. But where shall such schools be found? No public 
system dare adopt such a method of instruction ; and yet on its adoption 
does the present and future happiness of our children, not to say of our 
country, depend. Here must the Church awake to her responsibility. 
Every Apostle who has received power and commission from the great 
Head of the Church, has these words graven deeply upon his heart— 
‘Feed my lambs.’ To found schools then—Christian schools—where the 
heart, the conscience and the soul shall not be forgotten in the hurry to 
force and stimulate the perceptive faculties, is one of the first duties of a 
Bishop.” 


Thus we wrote when other shoulders carried the burden; we are: 
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compelled to write so again though our own be crushed beneath the load. 

The public schools of Texas are in session only for four months in the 
year. The education received in them is necessarily of the poorest kind. 
Private schools of many sorts compete for popular favor during the 
remaining months. Christian bodies of every name have founded 
“colleges” wherever the best advantages were offered. Romanists, 
Presbyterians, Baptists, Methedists and Campbellites, have all put forth 
efforts in this direction. Their success is various. The children of the 
Church are compelled to seek instruction in these strange groves. Can 
the Church complain if their Churchmanship shall prove defective? If 
familiarized with unsound and defective religionism through the period of 
plastic youth, they grow up to consider it a matter of indifference what 
“church” they “join,” who,shall blame them? The Church having no 
institutions of learning, her daughters frequently attend the convent 
schools, while her sons wander from “college to “college,” to graduate 
far too frequently in contempt of all religion. 

Brethren, these things ought not so to be. I feel deeply the very 
solemn responsibility which rests upon me in this regard, and upon the 


Church. 
TITLES TO CHURCH PROPERTY. 


This important subject has received the best attention I could give it. 
All the plans suggested by the Domestic Committee have been submitted 
to the ablest lawyers I could command. They have unanimously come to 
the conclusion that the best mode possible for us is to have all deeds made 
out to the Missionary Bishop and his successors in Office, in trust for the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Missionary District of Northern Texas. 
A form of deed has therefore been carefully prepared which will afford 
the best security possible to the Church. 


THEOLOGICAL LIBRARY. 


My most grateful thanks are due and are hereby tendered to all those 
who have so generously responded to my appeal for books. Enough for 
present needs have already reached me, and thus the nucleus of a valuable 
collection has been formed. Acknowledgment of their gifts has been 
made to the donors, and need not therefore be here repeated. + 

To the Philadelphia Parish Library Association and the New York 
Bible and Common Prayer Book Society, special thanks are due for valu- 
able gifts.

Missionary Bishop of Northern Texas. 
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Sar Laxe Crry, Uran. 

Rey. aAnp pear Srr: My three months’ visitation of Montana is 
ended, and I sit down to tell you about it. It has been a time of encour- 
agement.” During it thirty have been baptized, and thirty-one confirmed, 
and the Holy Communion has been administered to one hundred and 
thirteen. One Deacon has been advanced to the Priesthood, and four 
Missionaries are stationed Where I had but one last year. 

And other things than statistics encourage. 

To be hailed lovingly as a friend all through the mountains; to be 
greeted cordially as a Pastor by people of all sorts and conditions, and 
indeed religions, and asked to baptize their children ; to see, as I can see, 
the healthy knowledge root itself and grow, that the simples and sub- 
stantials of Christianity are belief in and obedience to the Creed, the 
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Lorn’s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments ; and to find'year by year, 
as I do, more ready and earnest use of the responsive parts of our public 
worship, by those who can witness our Service only when I come ; these 
are circumstances to make a man soft-hearted and grateful, and a Bishop 
enthusiastic, 

Nine yearly visits Ihave made. In consequence numerous are the 
scattered families looking to me as their only Pastor. Not a few are the 
children that I have baptized (one hundred and fifty-three in Montana) 
some of whom I am now beginning to confirm. And year by year men 
and women who had rarely or never heard the ritual of our public worship, 
have learned to know it, and many of them to like it and join in it. 

And here let me record again my indebtedness for the “ Mission 
Service,” given to me in abundant numbers by the late John D. Wolfe, 
of blessed memory. With fifty copies from my travelling bag, and 
a few words of plain, kindly suggestion at the start, and announce- 
ment of the pages as I go along, I have rarely failed to have responses 
from my congregations. And I have found those unacquainted with our 
Service rapidly growing to like it, as giving them, one said, ‘“‘ something 
to do, and a living interest in the worship.” 

In a Missionary field I would be no stickler for all rubrical minutie ; 
but to call the setting aside of the Church Service and the substitution 
of short prayers and the sermon, a gain in the work of edifying the peo- 
ple in spiritual things, is, in my judgment, an entire mistake. 

I have held Services in twenty-eight different towns ; only once ina 
church of our own, three times in Methodist, three times in Methodist 
South, and twice in Presbyterian, houses of worship, all kindly loaned, 
eight times in school-houses, ten times in halls, rooms, old or new stores 
fitted up for the purpose, and once in a court-house. 

The Rey. Mr. Prout at Virginia City presented ten to be confirmed ; 
the Rey. Mr. Toy at Helena, eleven ; the Rev. Mr. Gilbert at Deer Lodge, 
eight ; and one was confirmed at Bozeman, where the Rey. Mr. Dickey 
has now taken charge. These are indications of a vigorous advance along 
the line where all these faithful workers are engaged. - 

At Deer Lodge the Rev. Mr. Gilbert was ordered Priest, after the 
canonical examinations passed before Rey. Messrs. Prout and Toy. 

Of the eight confirmed at Deer Lodge, three were from the Methodists 
and four from the Campbellites. One young woman of the latter could 
not persuade herself but that she must be immersed. Therefore, finding 
on examination that she did not doubt the validity of Baptism by affusion, 
I readily consented to immerse her. 

This I did on Saturday afternoon, October 16, in the Deer Lodge 
River, Mr. Gilbert conducting the most of the Church Baptismal Service 
on the bank, and scores ef Campbellite friends witnessing. 

Such Service in the open air and the submersion are, I confess, not 
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without elements of marked solemnity ; and who shall say that the sym- 
bolical “burial with Him in Baptism,” cannot add any strength to the 
resolution with which some earnest hearts may turn from the things of 
the world to the things of Curist ? 

At Stevensville several Flathead Indians came about the door, giving 
close attention to our Services. They are all Roman Catholics. <After- 
wards I called on the two Jesuit fathers. 

I like not the Jesuits. To me they are un-American, un-patriotic, 
un-domestic, almost un-human. Yet these were two personal friends. 
One of them has been more than thirty years a Missionary among the 
Indians. And I can’t help admiring the earnestness of their self-devotion 
to their work. And though they have not taught the Flatheads much, 
and certainly have not won them to a liking for books, fences, wagons, 
houses, hats, bonnets and coats—very pre-requisite elements of civiliza- 
tion—yet they have brought them under their control, and made them 
peaceable, and, moreover, have led them to habits of worship. Father 
had at mass that Sunday at Stevensville, fully as many Flatheads 
as Ihad whites at our Service. Honor then to Jesuit self-denial, and 
shame to us if we seek not to emulate it. 

After my call, I hurried on, fifteen miles, for evening Service at Cor- 
vallis. Humility always encompasses me here. <A family of Kentuckians 
are among the settlers. One brother is six feet eight inches tall, another 
six feet six, another six feet two, and a nephew six feet seven. The first 
mentioned is always my precentor, and as I arrange with him before Ser- 
vice about the tunes, and look up towards his face in question and answer, 
how small I think myself! May the physical humbleness not stop there ! 
Let the sense of it go to the heart and the spirit and abide! I’m sure I 
would be better and happier for it. 

After Service the brother of six feet two, took me into his wagon to 
go to his home, five miles distant, for the night. It was very dark, mine 
host to be is much of a talker. I was beside him on the front seat of the 
lumber wagon, and two ladies were back of us. Deficiency of light and 
abufidance of words worked, as sometimes they will otherwhere, vague- 
ness of guidance and confusedness of advance. 

And so it happened that by and by we came to a sharp halt, with the 
horses’ noses against a fence. As our road should run across the open 
country, that fence was a perplexity. Mine host, now silent, knew 
nothing of where it was, or where we were, or where we ought to be. 
It was growing darker, and threatening to rain, and there was a high 
wind. It was the third of October, not very cold, and I had my trusty, 
heavy blanket and buffalo robe along. So when the announcement was 
made, “I don’t know at all where we are ; I think we may have to camp 
under the wagon for the night,” my heart grew not a whit the less light 
over the incident, and I laughed aloud at the queerness of the halt and 
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the novelty of the prospect. That loud laugh did good. Three young 
men, returning on horseback from the Service along the road that we had 
left, heard me, and they came to the rescue. But after they had once 
left the road to come to us, they couldn’t find it again. However, en- 
couraged by the fresh numbers, and by constant dismountings on their 
part to feel for the path, and to strike matches for help, we managed, 
after a couple of hours’ wandering on the prairie, to reach our house. 

Next morning, leaving Corvallis, I made my yearly visit to a dear old 
Christian man, a Presbyterian, who has been confined to his bed for 
eighteen years. I always have prayers with him. It is said he counts 
for months beforehand on my visit. And his unfailing trustfulness in 
the Saviour, cheerfulness of spirit, and patient endurance of daily ill, 
preach me a sermon, as does almost nothing else in my experience, of how 
Gop can help, and faith can comfort, and hope can live from seeing the 
the things which are beyond. Gop bless that dear old man in the 
wilderness! He does me more good than I do him every year that we 
meet ! 

The stage route to and from Montana for a large part of the way is 
in Idaho. Southern Idaho is partly settled by Mormons, in overflow from 
Utah. In Southern Idaho, on my return from Montana, I left the coach 
at a fork in the road to meet a carriage that was to come to take me to 
an appointment. But the vehicle came not. The place of appointment 
was thirty miles distant. So I must wait for the next day’s coach. Few 
settlers were any where near. I spied one house, though, to which I 
went. I told my situation, and the woman, whose husband was absent 
for a day or two, promptly but silently prepared some bacon and potatoes 
for dinner. After dinner and some chatting with her two little children, 
there seemed to be a confidence between us. 

I found she was a Mormon, twenty-three years of age, born in Utah, 
her parents both being Americans from Maine. Her mother’s father is a 
high preacher in the “ Church.” Her father is a polygamist, she being 
one of the children by the first wife. 

After supper she and the children kneeled with me at evening pray- 
ers. Then the children went to bed, and I asked her many questions to 
get an inside view of Mormonism. 

“Did your father have family prayers?” “Oh, yes, both night and 
morning ; and he asks a blessing at table. My husband, though a Mor- 
mon, has neglected lately to ask a blessing. So many Gentiles are around 
here, and laugh at anything religious. Lately I have been visiting at 

mother’s. My little girl, after coming back, said one day at dinner to her 
father, ‘Papa, why don’t you pray when we eat, as grandpa does ?’” 

“Did your father read from the Bible at prayers?” ‘No, he never 
read anything—only we were gathered together, and he prayed.” 

“ Were you ever taught, as children, from the Bible? » “No, I know

nothing about it. Grandfather used to come to the house, and preach to 
us girls, and tell us about Joseph Smith and his revelations, and that, with 
preaching in the meeting-house, is all the instruction we got. I have 
never heard any preaching or teaching of any kind whatever, but 
Mormon.” 

“Ts your father a polygamist?” ‘Yes, mother is the first wife, 
living at Provo. The second woman lives at Sevier, fifty miles south. 
Mother has eight children, and the second woman three.” 

“How do your mother and she get on together?” “Oh, first-rate. 
You see father’s second woman was a poor girl herding sheep for a 
living—an orphan. Mother used to pity her, and father too, and so 
father married her. She is good and kind. Mother treats her like a 
daughter, and she thinks everything of mother. Mother has had her at 
our home for weeks at a time, and helped her to take care of her little 
children.” 

“Don’t you think your mother’s kind feelings towards her an excep- 
tion in polygamy?” ‘Well, perhaps so. J know there is a deal of jeal- 
ousy and hate. Now, there’s a young woman married to my husband’s 
brother, Her father is a polygamist, and her mother and the other women 
always quarrel. She says she has known her mother to cry in bed night 
after night over her hard lot, and she says she had rather be in hell than 
in polygamy.” 

“What does your husband say about polygamy?” “Not much any 
way. If pressed, he says he thinks it is right, but he can hardly take 
care of one wife now.” 

“What do you think about it?” ‘“ Well, I don’t know. I don’t talk 
about it. I suppose it is right. But indeed I would feel very bad if my 
husband were to take another woman.” 

“ You cling to your Mormonism, do you not?” ‘ Yes, I believe in it, 
and stand up for it. In fact I know nothing else whatever, and my father 
and mother I very much love. And the Gentiles look down upon us and 
persecute us so, it makes me and my husband stand up for it all the more. 
Of gourse, if I knew about something else that is better, and had lived in 
other countries to learn about things, I might change.” 

From our conversation I affirm these four conclusions, reached by me 
before : i 

I. Many if not most of the older Mormons are a people earnest, self- 
denying, religious, prayerful. 

II. Explicit controversial opposition to polygamy on our part is not 
called for, Woman’s nature, man’s commonsense, contact with good 
Christian society, are most powerful arguments against it, and will kill 
it out. 

IH. There are hundreds and thousands of young men and young 
women in Utah (the Territory was first entered for settlement in 1847) 
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who were born here and know absolutely nothing of any other system of 
religion and social life than that prevailing here. In these Mormonism is 
a misfortune for which they are to be pitied, and not a fault for which 
they are to be condemned. Love and kindness must be shown them, 
winning their confidence slowly, and effectually loosing them from the 
bonds of their heresy. Satire, reproach, contempt, hate, will rarely fail 
to keep firm or make tighter the same bonds. 

IV. The children are to be taken in hand and instructed, as we try 
day by day to instruct in our schools, in geography and history, that they 
may know that “ Zion” is not all the earth, and “this people” are not the 
real rulers thereof ; and, above all, in the Bible, that they may worship 
the Invisible and be saved from grossest materialism ; and that they may 
learn to love and trust in the Blessed Saviour, and not in any nineteenth 
century “Revelator”; and that they may guide their conduct by the 
Scriptures, the Church of historical Christianity and the conscience, and 
not by the utterances of an infallable “ Prophet and Seer,” of a “Latter 
Day ” human institution.

ALL SAINTS’ CATHEDRAL. 


Aut Sarnts’ CATHEDRAL, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, is the fruit of a pur- 
pose of the first Missionary Bishop of the North-West, the venerable 
Bishop Kemper of blessed memory. 

To the carrying into effect his purpose, and working it out into detail, 
he called his young and faithful co-adjutor, the late lamented Bishop 
Armitage ; and the privilege of doing this work became the controlling 
influence in inducing Bishop Armitage to accept the Episcopate of 
Wisconsin. 

There are three fundamental ideas underlying the Cathedral organiza- 
tion, as by these Bishops conceived, and as now existing ; to wit : 


1st. A church absolutely free, in which is no seat rented, sold, or 
assigned ; a church free as the air is to the birds, and the sea to the fishes, 
as the Faruer’s House, or the Farurr’s Heart, is to all the children 
alike, without respect to station or occupation, to wealth or poverty ; a 
church in which the Bishop shall take his seat as the ambassador and 
.representative of Gop, and receive all Gon’s children in Curisr without 
discrimination, and in which all shall feed alike free and welcome, and 
that they are there of right and not of sufferance. 


2nd. That the Cathedral shall be City Missions. 'The Bishop shall be 
leader of the van in the work of seeking out the sick, the suffering and 
the lost. Such shall be taught to look to him, The interests of such 
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shall be plainly the care of the Church through its highest officers. The 
Bishop is the Lorn’s chief Missionary, and all shall alike have access to 
Him in the Bishop’s church, and by other means provided by the Cathe- 
dral system. 


3d. That the general city charities (and the Diocesan charities as far 
as is profitable and desirable) shall cluster about the Bishop’s seat, shall 
feel his personal influence and the grace of the high Office in which the 
Lorp has placed him, and shall, through him, directly and spontaneously 
command the sympathy and resources of the entire Diocese, and, more- 
over, be able to secure that economy of administration which results from 
association. 

This conception of the Cathedral Bishop Armitage set forth in his 
Annual Address to the Diocesan Council of 1873, in the following noble 
and prophetic words : 


“To me a cathedral means a free church, open to all, in which the 
Bishop can be the Pastor of the whole flock, caring for them through his 
staff of Clergy and Lay helpers ; gradually gathering the institutions and 
appliances of all the Church’s blessed charities ; affording a training- 
school for the workers of the Diocese of every kind ; and finally realizing 
in one central point, for the good of all, the full ideal of the Church’s life, 
in worship and work. I shall never see it all worked out, but I know 
that some will, by and by. And it is worth living for, and dying for, to 
lay the foundation of it all.” 


Aside from these fundamental ideas a further idea of a practical 
character has been brought into operation, viz: That the Diaconate of 
the Diocese, in its successive years, shall come into personal relation and 
association with the Bishop, shall spend some time at his house, and serve 
for a while in his church and among the Cathedral charities in Milwaukee. 

The Cathedral idea may be said to have been formulated and put into 
actual expression in the summer of 1872. 

dn that year “ All Saints’ Church” Parish tendered Bishop Armitage, 
for Cathedral purposes, its entire property, which he had been largely 
instrumental in gathering ; said property to be deeded to a Cathedral 
organization, when constituted, and capable of receiving and administer- 
ing the trust. 

The property consisted of a chapel building (a portion being utilized 
during the week for a day school, and capable of being thrown into the 
main building on Sundays) and a large dwelling-house ; the two buildings 
situated on a quarter block of ground, comprizing three city lots, at the 
corner of Cass and Division Streets. : 

Bishop Armitage accepted the gift, and took the chapel as his Cathe- 
dral Church, and there began his work. He secured the services of six of 
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his Deacons ; they promising to remain unmarried one year, to be content 
with food and raiment, and to work at his direction ; he to afford them 
access to his valuable library (since bequeathed to the Cathedral) the 
benefit of his personal oversight and counsel, as well as the direct super- 
vision of a Presbyter, and such aid as he might be able to render them in 
gathering libraries of their own. He called in a Presbyter to take imme- 
diate charge and direction of the work, and, as soon as possible, occupied 
the house as his residence under the title of the “Clergy House,” and 
associated in one family the Presbyter and four of the Deacons. 

In the Clergy House he at once established his Diocesan office, so 
arranged that everything official transpiring in the Diocese should leave 
its trace there, and thus secured a visible centre of Diocesan and city 
work. 

Some of the advantages of this plan are the following : 


(a) It enabled five men to live on what approximates to one man’s 
salary. 

(6) It economized food and fuel. 

(c) It kept the Diocesan office constantly open and free of access 
without the expense of a clerk. 

(d) It secured daily Morning and Evening Prayer in the chapel, yet 
easily relieving the Clergyman in temporary charge of the Service, should 
sickness or occupation require. 

(e) It constituted a landmark of Church work and provision, soon 
known and recognized ; a place where a Clergyman could always be 
found in an emergency, and where all of general interest and importance 
in city or Diocese, could at once be referred to by Bishop or people. 

(7) It secured the advantages which arise from association, such as 
mutual counsel, advice, comfort, assistance, encouragement, brotherly care 
in case of sickness—all infinitely profitable and precious in the trials and 
vicissitudes of aggressive Church work. 

In fact, in a word, it put matters in the practical business shape which 
is the secret of success in all secular enterprise. 

To pass over many matters of interest in regard to the rapid but 
healthy development of the work under the system above indicated ; the 
chapel soon became much too small for the number of worshippers accus- 


tomed to gather therein. 

Just at this juncture, a large church building belonging to a Congre- 
gational society, occupying the adjoining corner of the same block, came 
to be sold, and was offered to the Bishop, at private sale, for less than 
half its value. This was plainly Providential, considering the object and 
requirements of the Bishop’s work, and though without the means of 
paying for it, and having never intended to build or enlarge till the 
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means of doing so could be clearly seen (the Cathedral congregation being 
almost entirely made up of Gop’s poor, and people of very moderate 
pecuniary resources) Bishop Armitage did not dare to refuse to buy, and 
so came into possession of the present valuable and well-adapted property. 

The new purchase, with: the old All Saints’ property, constitutes a 
half-block in a most desirable part of the city, with room and buildings 
adequate to the present needs of the work, and to what will certainly be 
demanded in the near future. 


The satisfaction of the Diocese at the unexpected addition to the 
Cathedral property may be gathered from the following extract from the 
Journal of the Annual Council of 1873 : 


“The Committee on, so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to the 
Cathedral of the Diocese, presented the following 


‘* REPORT. 
“The Committee to whom that part of the Bishop’s Address in regard 


to the Cathedral was referred, beg leave to report the following resolu- 
tions : 


“1, Resowed, That this Council acknowledge with devout thankfulness the merciful 
goodness of Almighty Gop, in giving to the Church in this Diocese a Cathedral Church. 


' “The above resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 


‘2. Resolved, That we hereby express our gratitude to the Bishop of this Diocese, and 
to all those who by their gifts, labors, counsel or prayers, have aided in this excellent 
work. 

‘*3, Resowed, That the members of the Church in this Diocese be earnestly requested 
to co-operate in any efforts which may be made for completing the purchase of the 
Cathedral, 

‘4, Resolved, That a committee of six, three Clergymen and three Laymen, with power 
to add to their number, if necessary, be appointed by the Bishop, to confer with him 
during the ensuing year as to the organization of the Cathedral, its proper work, its 
relation to Parishes, to the Diocese and to the Council, and its due subordination to its 
Episcopal head; and to report to the next Council what action, if any, may be necessary 
on the part of the Council, to make the Cathedral the Church of the Diocese; and that 
such committee have a special meeting or meetings, at which all Clergymen and Lay- 


men shall be invited to be present, and make suggestions or present views upon the sub- 
ject of reference. :

also a large bell.

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Of the five Missions above spoken of, three are entirely new fields. 
At one of these, Bay View, valuable ground has been secured, and a 
chapel has been built. There is a Sunday-school of over one hundred 
scholars. At two others, temporary buildings have been purchased. 

There is as yet no formal organization of a Cathedral Chapter. It is 
thought the work should be left to develop the form and character of the 
organization. 

At the Clergy House reside at present four Presbyters with the 
Bishop, and one Presbyter is stationed at Christ Church Mission on the 
west side of the city, to be nearer the centre of his work, though still 
bearing home relations to the Clergy House. 

All of these Clergy have remained from Bishop Armitage’s time, are 
working on the ‘“food-and-raiment-and-therewith-content ” principle 
inaugurated by him, each having his own department of work assigned 
him. 

The Diocesan Paper, the Bishop’s organ, is edited by one of the Cathe- 
dral staff, under the supervision of the Rishon: and is published from the 
Diocesan oftice. 

At present there reside at the Clergy House and keep their official 
papers on the Cathedral ground, the Secretaries of all the ¢Diocesan 
organizations—of the Standing Committee, the Diocesan Council, the 
Board of Missions, the Convocation, and also the Registrar of the Diocese. 

The Clergy House further enables the Bishop to be “ given to hospi- 
tality ;” and he there entertains, to the extent of his resources and its 
capacity, Clergy from home and abroad. 
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The financial condition of the Cathedral will be a matter of solicitude 
to those whose interest in Church work is of a practical character. It is 
in brief this : ~ 

The cost of the recent purchase was thirty-nine thousand dollars, of 
which Bishop Armitage succeeded, before his death, in paying fourteen 
thousand dollars, leaving a balance of encumbrance upon the property of 
twenty-five thousand dollars. 


The debt upon the All Saints’ Church property, unprovided for, is 
about eight thousand dollars. The total debt upon the entire property is 
therefore about thirty-three thousand dollars. The property is worth 
over one hundred thousand dollars. ' 

The present Bishop of Wisconsin, appreciating the value of the work 
and opportunities bequeathed him by his predecessors, entered gladly and 
heartily into their labors, and is making an energetic effort to remove the 
indebtedness, at least from the recent purchase. 


It is impossible to carry the heavy interest and meet the demands of 
the great and rapidly increasing work ; and it were a loss irremediable, 
as well as a “shame unspeakable,” to sell a foot of the land so Providen- 
tially secured, so self-denyingly retained through the financial pressure of 
the past three years, so essential to future work, and which is rapidly 
increasing in value. 


Under these circumstances, Bishop Welles having secured, through an 
appeal to his Diocese, pledges of about thirteen thousand dollars of the 
twenty-five thousand dollars, conditional upon final success, is making 
application to friends and earnest Christian people-at the East. He has 
thus far received and paid about five thousand dollars of the balance. 
He still needs about eight thousand dollars to meet the remainder and 
the accumulating interest. This is as true Missionary work as can be 
found anywhere, and work that ought to have been organized and set 
in operation thirty years ago, if that had been possible. Gop has now 
given the Church an opportunity as it were, in a measure, to “redeem 
the time.” 

Wisconsin is still a Missionary Diocese, assisted by the General Board 
of Missions, a portion of whose annual appropriation goes into this inter- 
esting field ; and the Diocese has been, if such a thing can be, too enter- 
prising in her own Missionary efforts, co nsidering the financial uncertain- 
ties of the times. 

The securing this valuable property, and preserving this precious 
enterprise to the Church of the North-West, are matters of general inter- 
est, and for this reason attention is called to them in Tux Sprrir or Mis- 
SIONS. 

And, besides this, the Church which loves to honor its self-saerificing 
and faithful dead, will thus be enabled to bestow upon Bishop Armitage

a most fitting memorial, the one which he may find to be a great joy 
and a crown of rejoicing, the salvation and perpetuation of the unselfish 
work for which he gave his labor and his life. 


CENTRES OF MISSION WORK. 


ELSEWHERE we present a very interesting account, and two pictorial 
illustrations, of a centre of Mission work, established in the city of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin. It is called a Cathedral ; and we have no special 
objection to the name, because it represents and means a rich variety and 
a broad range of Christian effort. The article to which we refer, and 
which we hope will be carefully studied, shows that it is, and is to be, 
almost in a military sense, a base of Churchly supplies and operations. 
The Bishop, commanding that division of the Missionary host, is to have 
his head-quarters there, and his clerical and lay helpers, the true staff of 
one so high in office, and is to have an actual and constant part in all the 
work undertaken at and around that centre. So far the plan, on the score 
of economy and efficiency, is most admirable, and it is a plan that is 
already in operation. Its first-fruits, beautiful and good, have been already 
gathered. : 

Hitherto our Missionary efforts have perhaps, considering the men 
and means at command, been too broadly extended. We have wrought 
at many points, and not without a measure of success, but we have estab- 
lished few strong centres, and not even one so thorough in its aims and 
so manifold in its appliances as that about which we write. It is time, 
high time, that our whole system of Missionary operations were subjected 
to the scrutiny of the best thought of the Church, and to a recasting, as 
far as need be, by her best skilled hands. We have more than fifty cities 
and towns, in each of which the inauguration of a similar plan of work 
would be most opportune and promising. We can wait for cathedrals 
proper, such as are seen in our dear Mother Church, and we must wait 
for them, as they are not creations within the power of any single genera- 
tion or single century ; but we can begin, and should long ago have begun, 
with our central workshops, giving them such proportions and appoint- 
ments as we can secure, hoping, and expecting, that they will be the germs 
out of which shall spring, in due time, those things of moral beauty and 
power which are no inconsiderable elements in England’s greatness and 
England’s glory. 
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To our own mind, and to many other minds, the enterprise at Mil- 
waukee has a sad and almost sacred charm by reason of its connection 
with those who, having finished their task, are now at rest. The thoughts 
of Bishop Kemper have not perished, but are taking form in this work, 
and in it his wishes and hopes are finding their realization. Bishop 
Armitage fell suddenly, with mind and heart all aglow with holy zeal, 
while battling most heroically with the difficulties by which it was sur- 
rounded. The present Bishop of Wisconsin and his noble helpers, with 
quiet but persistent energy, are doing well in their purpose and determi- 
nation to gather up, enshrine and perpetuate, the sweet memories and 
unselfish labors of those who have fallen asleep. They deserve just such 
a memorial as this, and Gop and His dear children will surely help those 
who are so lovingly toiling to raise it. There is scarcely need that we 
exhort Churchmen to come to their aid, as we can hardly see how it is 
possible for them to withhold what they have it in their power to give.

INDIAN COMMISSION. 


CHRISTMAS IN THE WILDERNESS. 
LETTER FROM THE REV. MR, CLEVELAND. 
Sporrep Tam AcEncy, Nzs., January 5, 1876. 


Rey. AND DEAR Broruer: Your letter of December 24th is just re- 
ceived. You will be disappointed to learn that the box containing the 
side-saddle, with that containing the large supply of Dakota texts, and, 
more dear to ws than the contents of both boxes (though all is valuable), 
a large, life-like portrait of our darling little Willie, from “ Epiphany ” of 
Philadelphia, did not reach us until several days after Christmas. The 
train which brought them was overtaken by a storm on the prairie, in 
which the mules were lost, and hence the delay. It must discourage and 
disappoint our friends at the East, as it does us, when they provide things 
for us and send them in ample season (as these were sent), to learn, after 
months of waiting, that after all their gifts failed to reach us at the 
proper time. Perhaps the truth should not always be spoken ; but I 
think that both you and they desire to know the facts as they are, 
though they be sometimes in a measure painful. Probably the best con- 
solation I can offer is to assure you that nothing which makes its long jour- 
ney hither is wasted ; even the pieces of wrapping paper and bits of string 
being carefully folded up and put away for future need. Our ladies 
regard the “string bag” as much a necessity in the Mission House as any 
other article of furniture. We have put away such things as did not 
reach us until after the Christmas tree, so as to be better prepared for 
next year. The only way to get anything here with certainty in a rea- 
sonable time—say one month—is by Express, care of I. C. Whipple, 
Cheyenne, Wyoming Territory. 

I have something more pleasant than the above to write, however, 
and will try to give you a brief review of our Christmas festivities. 

Through the kindness of the Agent, we were provided with an abun- 
dant supply of cedar and pine, and with the assistance of the ladies and 
officers from Post Camp Sheridan, the traders and others, our little 
chapel was beautifully and elaborately trimmed before Christmas Kve— 
a number of illuminated texts in Dakota, put up and bordered with ever- 
greens, showing out in bright contrast with the other decorations. 

On Christmas Eve we provided a tree in the “Indian room,” and, with 
the help of the Agent and others, numerous gifts for the employés, their 
wives, and the grown people who belong to the Agency proper. About 
forty were invited, and the evening passed off most delightfully to us all. 
It was, however, a time of general sickness on the Agency, and several 
who were invited were unable to be with us on that account. After all 
had assembled and exchanged greetings, we passed into the chapel and. 
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offered the Church’s beautiful Prayers for the Sick. Then, turning our 
thoughts to the joyful event we were about to celebrate, we chanted the 
150th Psalm—O praise Gov in His holiness—and went back into the 
“Indian room” to find the Christmas tree unveiled, loaded with gifts 
and brilliantly lighted with wax tapers. It was a sight interesting to us 
all and, no doubt, strange to some who for the first time in their lives, or 
for many, many years, beheld the like. After the distribution of the 
presents and a social chat over the refreshments, the company dispersed 
to their homes, bidding us good-night with many expressions of the pleas- 
ure they had experienced. 

Previous to that evening, a subscription list had been circulated by 
the Post trader, headed “ For the purchase of music and uniform edition 
of Prayer Books to be used in the Episcopalian Church at Spotted Tail 
Agency.” The subscriptions under this head amounted to One hundred 
and fifteen dollars, and the money was handed to me to be used at my 
discretion, Thus, my dear brother, we have stolen a march on you,* and 
I hope you have not gone very far toward begging Prayer Books for us, 
for we have already ordered them, together with Hymnals, Prayer Books 
and large Bible for the chancel, Parish Register, ete. (This reminds me 
of another item which will interest you. An old man—white—who has 
been very attentive at the Services for some time, handed me Zwenty 
dollars, with which he wanted me to buy for him a handsome Family 
Bible and Prayer Book. He has since become a candidate for Holy 
Baptism.) Aside from the subscription list, there were handed to myself 
and the ladies on that evening One hundred and forty-five dollars, in sums 
of from $5 to $20 (as Christmas gifts to us personally), chiefly from the 
employés. 

On Christmas morning our Chapel was filled to its utmost capacity. I 
had given notice that the Communion Alms would go toward paying the 
deficiency (three or four dollars) on a small bell which we purchased at 
Red Cloud. What was my surprise, on counting and re-counting the 
offerings after Service, to find that they amounted to Forty-two dollars 
and ahalf! and nothing on the plate larger than a five-dollar note. 'Thus 
the whole sum contributed to us by these people during the Christmas 
season foots up Three hundred and two dollars and a half. This almost 
leads me to indulge in visions of an organized and self-supporting Parish, 
at no very distant day, out in these wilds of the great’ Sioux Reserve. 
But let us not be over-confident. It means simply that these people were 
exceedingly anxious, for a long time, for the Church and her blessings, 


* The Secretary is rejoiced to hear of such a march being made under the circum- 
stances narrated: but truth compels him to state that, through the kindness of a member 
of the Executive Committee, one hundred each of Prayer Books and Hymnals were 
already on their way, by mail, to the Spotted Tail Agency. 
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and now intend to show by their acts that they are in earnest. On the 
Sunday following, the Chapel was filled again at both Services. 

We had fixed upon Tuesday—Holy Innocents’ Day—for the children’s 
tree ; but our hasty preparations for it were broken into, on Monday, by 
the funeral of a young Mexican, who died here far away from all his 
friends and relatives, not a single person on the Agency knowing anything 
about his antecedents or connections. 

The same kind hands which helped trim the Chapel were also busy 
with usin preparing the tree. Very respectable cornucopias were con- 
trive® out of the wall paper we had recently used in the house ; both the 
Agency and Military traders furnished supplies of candy and apples, and 
gave us carte blanche to anything their stocks contained suitable for gifts 
or ornaments for the tree ; the mails brought us additional offerings ; 
and so, though the boxes which we counted on most did not reach us in 
time, a pretty good supply was gotten together, and the tree was pro- 
nounced a grand success by all who saw it. The School numbered then 
one hundred and thirty-two (it has since increased to over one hundred 
and forty) ; so you sée the scholars alone nearly filled the building. All 
vacant space was occupied, and I suppose about one hundred and fifty 
in all found room inside. The owtside berths, at the windows, etc., were 
all engaged and occupied before the doors were opened to the more for- 
tunate ones who, in two minutes, filled the interior. It is needless for 
me to say that the children sang their “Carol, Carol, Christians,” in 
Dakota very heartily, and were all delighted with this their first Christ- 
mas tree. 

If I could end here, I could sincerely state, and I think you would 
agree with me, that we passed a most unexceptionably delightful Christ- 
mas at Spotted Tail. But, dear brother, you know how the evil is ever 
mixed up with the good in this world, and if so in countries of high 
civilization and refinement, surely we must expect to find it even thus in 
this border land also. On Sunday night, one of the white men of the 
Agency (who wished to have me baptize his children on the next occasion, 
and who was partner in the freighting business with the old man who 
wanted me to get him a Family Bible and Prayer Book), while sleeping 
on his bed, was shot, through the window, and instantly killed. The body 
was kept, and on Wednesday morning our Christmas tree had to be 
hastily taken out and the Chapel put in order for the funeral of the mur, 
dered man. The Chapel was filled again, and a large crowd followed 
him to the grave ; for he was esteemed by all who knew him as one of 
the best of those who are termed out here “squaw-men.” Thus were our 
Christmas rejoicings twice broken into by the sad rites of burial. I could 
think of no more fitting words for my theme on the last occasion than 
these, In the midst of life we are in death. One of the men who were 
with us on Christmas Eve, was apprehended, tried before the U. 8. Com- 
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missioner, convicted of the crime, and is now in irons. Thus here, as all 
the world over, the work of the devil goes on side by side with the work 
of the Church. 

I remember saying in my last letter to the Church papers: “ It may 
not be our privilege to see our Chapel so well filled again for many long 
weeks, perhaps years,” and for some time after that, we really thought 
we should not be able to maintain Dakota Services here at all. The 
change has been rapid and great. On every Sunday now the seats are 
all occupied, and, though we have put in extra benches and chairs, stil 
there is not room. Were it not for the prospect of being moved te the 
Missouri River in the Spring, we should rise in our new-found might and 
enlarge the Chapel at once, for that is what every one is talking about— 
now Christmas is over—and we think we could do it without assistance 
from the Church at the East. 

I am glad to know that more Dakota Service Books are on the way. 
We shall need them, The interest in the Singing Schools does not flag 
in the least : they are better attended than when I wrote you last. 

My knowledge of the situation at Red Cloud and my frequent visits 
there convince me that if work were begun there now, it would be attended 
by the same promising results which have blessed our efforts here. 

Surely these are golden days for our new Mission at Spotted Tail. 
May Gop give us grace and strength to improve them to the utmost.

CHRISTMAS BEYOND THE FRONTIER. 
LETTER FROM THE REY. MR. SWIFT. 
Mackenztir’s Pornt, Daxora, December 30, 1875. 

Rey. AND DEAR BroraEeR: We are all intensely busy, and I have 
oftentimes to put off writing—much against my will. But to-night I 
shall try to give you at least an attempt at a letter, 

We had a very interesting Christmas. We did not receive the Christ- 
mas box in time, nor have I got it yet ; though I wish you to give thanks 
to the generous donors for their kind offices to us. In consideration of 
the candy coming in it, I was enabled to borrow sufficient from the Store 
to carry us through. As for presents, we raked together what we could 
and had something all around. Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, we were busy cutting letters, making banners, putting up greens, 
getting together presents, etc., and our rough, log school-room presented 
a very creditable appearance at the expense of very small outlay—our 
chief expense being the purchase of about Five dollars’ worth of velvet 
paper, gold paper, etc., much of which remains for another occasion. 


a 
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I made up a package for each one of our scholars, sixty-five in all 
being in camp. Four have left us for Yankton Agency, or we should 
have had nigh upon seventy. For the rest that came, we had a feast pre- 
pared, in the work-house part of our building, of beef, bread, coffee and 
dried apples. 

The Service itself was almost complete, and it was delightful to see 
all stand, and almost all kneel, and to hear many joining, and trying to 
join, in different parts. The Service was pleasant to all, and the Indians 
were delighted with their presents. 

On Sunday afternoon I began to teach them the Litany, and I was 
especially pleased to hear two or three of the young men joining in. 

Ihave suspended school this week, as there is much to attend to which 
I have been obliged to neglect ; and we all need,a little rest, though that 
is hard to get, as we must keep at our oars all the time—at one thing if 
not another. 

I wish to tell you how impressed we all are here with the zeal and 
self-denial of those who help us in the East, especially the Leagues.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND FOREIGN MISSIONARY CONFER- 
ENCE IN LONDON. 


We have but recently received the Authorized Report of the Mission- 
-ary Conference heldin London in July last. It contains in full the Papers 
which were read, and the Addresses which were delivered, as revised by 
their authors. 

This Conference, and we trust it will be continued annually, is one of 
the many good results from the Church Congress. Although the subject 
of Foreign Missions was, it is believed, never wholly omitted from the 
programme of the Congress, yet the vast variety of topics claiming its 
time and attention, prevented this world-wide subject having that prom- 
inence given to it which it may lawfully demand. 

A SEPARATE CONFERENCE DEEMED NECESSARY. 

The foreign work of the Church of England has become of such mag- 
nitude, and there are so many and important questions connected with it 
which call for much calm and close attention, and deliberate discussion, 
that a separate Conference was deemed necessary ; and its assembling 
met with the hearty concurrence and support of the Bishops, some of 
‘whom worked on the committee, giving valuable aid: 

The Conference, although held in the busiest of all times, the height 
of the London season, was well attended, and was quite successful. All 
‘who will examine the carefully prepared and well-thought-out Papers 
which were read, and the Addresses which were delivered by home and 
foreign Bishops, veteran Missionaries, distinguished Laymen from abroad, 
and prominent Clergymen and Laymen at home, will say that the Con- 
ference deserved to be a success, and that such an important gathering 


should be held year by year. 
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THE PROMOTERS OF IT ENCOURAGED AND THANKFUL. 
The promoters of the movement say, in the preface to the volume : 


“Some results have already come from this first Conference, and the 
promoters of it desire to return thanks to Gop, and to take courage, feeling 
assured that the more the great work of evangelizing the world is brought 
before men’s notice, and its dangers and difficulties are set forth, the 
heartier will be the response to that old ery for help which has never 
ceased since St. Paul heard it, and forth-with hastened from Asia into 
Europe, regardless of danger, confident of success.” 


A NOTEWORTHY FACT. 


It is noteworthy as showing the wide reach of the Foreign Missions of 
the English Church, that though no Missionaries were asked to leave 
their work to attend the Conference, there were found to be temporarily 
sojourning in England, Missionaries from Africa, India, Burmah, Melane- 
sia and British Columbia, and that the work in all these countries found 


able representatives among the readers and speakers at the Conference. 


THE OPENING ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The subject at the first of the three meetings was, A Native Ministry— 
The Best Mode of Developing It. The Lord Bishop of London presided, 
and in his opening address, after expressing his hearty approval of the 
meeting of the Conference, and briefly reviewing what the Church of 
England had done in the foreign work during the last seventy years, 
stated that he thought still more might have been done if there had not 
been too much timidity in developing the native ministry. 


“JT can quite understand,” he said, “the anxiety of our Missionaries, 
knowing as they do the feebleness of the native mind and character, and 
having learnt as they have how deeply the tap-roots, as it were, of super- 
stition, prejudice and habit, strike into the soil, so that long after the 
noxious weeds seem to have been destroyed they will appear again and 
again. 'The Missionaries are also well aware that in dealing with doctrine 
native ministers may easily be led into error, unconsciously and unwillingly, 
especially when in the expression of doctrine new trains of thought are 
represented by the sometimes inexact translation of the Scriptures into 
native dialects. But were not similar difficulties encountered in Apostolic 
times? And yet it must not be forgotten that we find the Apostles 
ordaining Elders, not merely in the more educated Churehes of Corinth or

Rome, but in Phrygia, Cilicia and Galatia, in which a rude state of — 


society must have existed analagous to that of some of our Mission 
Stations, and that with which our Missionaries have to deal.” 
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THE BISHOP OF EDINBURGH’S PAPER. 

The first Paper was read by the Bishop of Edinburgh, formerly the 
Bishop of Grahamstown, South Africa. He deplored the inadequate 
sense of the comparative value of the native ministry which had prevailed, 
and the slowness and reluctance with which the duty was recognized of 
developing an indigenous ministry for the Churches of native Christians. . 
He said that we should distinctly realize that the duty of the Church is 
not merely to make disciples of all nations, but also so to use the spiritual 
powers entrusted to us, that Churches may be formed, as in Apostolic 
times, which shall have a root for themselves in the soil in which they are 
planted, instead of being feeble, dependant branches of a distant vine, 
without any power either of self-support or of reproduction. 

HOW THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE NATIVE MINISTRY HAS BEEN HINDERED. 

The development of the native ministry has been hindered, and the 
Missionary work seriously impeded, by the Missionaries allowing the con- 
verts to be too much dependent ‘on the liberality of their brethren at 
home, instead of forming in them the habit of self-reliance, and the sup- 
port of their pastors. He said that if the Church is to go forward as 
Gop calls her, to be the evangelizer of the heathen world, there must, in 
future, be the application of the Apostolic principles more thoroughly, 
though of course in all wisdom and judgment, from the first.

CHINA. 


ANNOUNCEMENT was made, in the last number, of the departure of 
the Rev. Dr. Robert Nelson and party for China, vid San Francisco. 
The following is a portion of a letter since received from him : 


LETTER FROM THE REV. DR. NELSON. 
San Francisco, Car., Jan. 18, 1876. 
Rev. AND DEAR Docror: I now write to say that after my addressing 
congregations here on Sunday last, the Clergy severally expressed the 
wish that I should wait over a steamer, and further present the cause of 
Missions to the Chinese, before the people here, and also look into the 
condition of the Chinese in this place, with a view to seeing what could 
best be done for their spiritual instruction. The Bishop said he would 
write to you on the subject, and say that it was the desire of himself and 


the Clergy here, that I should wait over (he was present and presiding at 
3 
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one of the Services alluded to), and at a meeting of the Clerical Associa- 
tion of this city, on Monday evening, a motion was passed that in the 
opinion of the Clergy assembled it was desirable that I should wait over, 
and examine into the Chinese question here, and present the subject fur- 
ther, and also report upon it to the Foreign Committee. 1 have, under 
the circumstances, concluded to remain for the steamer of the Ist of Feb- 
ruary, considering this to be the proper course, and the one which the 
Foreign Committee would approve, when apprised of the state of the 
case. 
Miss Harris is for the time being with some of her relatives near 
the city, and my daughter Mary is visiting some of our friends ; for I 
thought it was best we should go on together. 

I will write further and more particularly when I get more material. 
The Chinese question is assuming large proportions in this region.

We are exceedingly sorry to add that a very distressing disappoint- 
ment overtook our dear friends of this Missionary party, before the 
arrival of the day of embarkation. 

In a letter dated San Francisco, January 31, 1876, Dr. Nelson writes 


as follows : 


“My little Rosebud had suffered a good deal from neuralgic trouble 
in the stomach for some time (the effects of malaria), and it had been 
quite severe crossing the continent. It continued with increasing sever- 
ity until last Wednesday, when it ran into a congestive chill, which had 
nearly proved her end. But by Gon’s blessing upon medical skill the 
child was restored from this condition, and she has been slowly improving 
since. But the physicians urge that it would be very dangerous, if not 
fatal, to carry the child to China now, and that she should remain here 
for some months until she is cleared of this malarious state. And they 
are confident that this result will be secured by her remaining in this 
climate, under proper care, for a time. The conclusion to which I am 
shut up, trying as it is, is to leave my wife and little children here and go 
on myself, with my daughter Mary and Miss Harris, in the ‘ Great Re- 
public,’ which sails to-morrow for China.” 


EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY. 

AurnoucH a letter was sent.to each of the Missionaries, announcing 
the death of the Rey. Dr, Duane, immediately after that event, it is only 
at the date of the penning of these lines, February 8, that responses begin 
to come in, announcing the receipt of those letters. One such response is 
found in Miss Muir’s letter, under the head of Greece, in this number ; 
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another from Bishop Holly, under Haiti. Others will come in due time of 
return of mail. 

For weeks past the letters from abroad, addressed to Dr. Duane, have 
been freighted with messages of love and expressions of sympathy with 
him and his household, in their affliction in the departure of the Doctor’s 
son, who died in October last. These have come since the Doctor himself 
has been taken away. To trace these lines, attesting fellowship in suffering, 
and earnest affection on the part of the Missionaries towards the late See- 
retary, is a comfort to those under whose eye these letters fall. 


GREECE. 
LETTER FROM MISS MARION MUIR. 
AtuEns, January 1-13, 1876. 

Rey. AND DEAR Sir: On the 5th instant we celebrated the Christmas 
festival in the Mission School. The exercises of the day related exclu- 
sively to the coming and birth of our Saviour Curisr Jxsvs. 

As usual, the school was tastefully decorated with evergreens by the 
teachers, and on each side of the hall stood a beautiful tree loaded with 
gifts. The tables and under branches of the trees displayed stores of 
nice warm clothing for the poor and needy. 

Allow me to tell you that the gifts are not given at random ; neither 
are they given according to merit, but according to the peculiar wants of 
the children ; and each article or bundle of clothing has the name of the 
child for whom it is intended written upon it. And it is often very 
touching to see the bewildered, yet grateful countenances of the many 
poor little destitute orphans, when they find themselves the real owners 
of nice, warm clothes. Indeed the real, heartfelt gratitude shown by all 
the children on such occasions, makes one naturally feel that “it is truly ° 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 

NEWS OF THE DEATH OF DR. DUANE. 

Shortly after our return from the school, the mail came in, bearing to 
us the sad tidings of dear Dr. Duane’s death. Yes, we feel that we have 
lost a friend! But our Heavenly Farner knows what is best for us, and 
also for our dear departed friend, who is now for ever 

‘Where glory, glory. dwelleth, 
In Immanuel’s land,”

Exrracr from Miss Baldwin’s letter to the late Secretary and General 


Agent : 
Jarra, December 4, 18765. 

My pear Frrenp: We all sympathize heartily with you, and trust 
that you and your’s have been sustained in your affliction by Gop’s many 
precious promises to all who rely on them for comfort—may you ever find 
them as a wall of defence. Gop’s orderings for us are often mysterious, 
80 we can only say, as did David, “ As for Gop, His way is perfect ; He is 
a buckler to all those that trust in Him.” 

Your letter of September 3 is before me. I should have replied to it 
sooner, but for the long and severe illness of my dear sister, and our 
going to Jerusalem for a change for her ; my nephew being here, I could 
leave the school under the charge of the teachers with confidence that all 
would go on well. The quarantine did not admit of our going away by 
water. I am most thankful to say my sister is much benefitted by the 
change, though she had another slight return of fever in Jerusalem. We 
were absent three weeks—one week longer than we intended, owing to 
the difficulties about the conveyance back to Jaffa ; still Dr. Chaplin, an 
old resident of Jerusalem, thought she ought to have remained longer. 
He urged upon her to make a visit to America, as it is now fourteen years 
since she came to the East, and has never had an entire change of climate. 
In reply to your kind inquiries about my lameness, I regret to say I am 
obliged still to use crutches. I have tried to do without them but cannot. 
My lameness does not at all incapacitate me for the work of the day 
school ; on the contrary I find it a great comfort to me, as I am almost 
entirely confined to the house. I can easily drive out, but find it difficult 
to walk out. 


SECOND LETTER FROM MISS MARY B,. BALDWIN, 
Jarra, January 7, 1876. 
Rey. Dr. Duann. 

My par Frrenp : According to your request I send you my Annual 
Report as soon as possible, after the first of the year. I wrote you on 4th 
of December last. 

You will see the expenses made for boarding pupils are very moderate. 
We have ourselves supplied them with many things we had on hand, and 
therefore spent less for them, When my sister returns from America, 
we shall decide whether or not to increase the boarders. We now beg 
you to accept towards your Mission funds the sum of three hundred dollars 
in reduction on the general appropriation you make to the Jaffa Mission 
this year ; and when we increase again the boarders, and your funds are 
ush, we can, if necessary, ask you to give us something additional. The 
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JSourteen dollars and forty-six cents, contribution from our school, we desire 
you to put to your fund for Africa. 

On the Greek Christmas Eve we had a distribution of Christmas 
presents to the scholars of our school. We intended to have it private, 

_ but the steamer which had been due for several days arrived, and brought 
a Seotch Clergyman, the Rey. Mr. Charteris, an old Athenian friend of 
mine. I was much pleased to see him, and asked him to come to the dis- 
tribution at one o’clock. He kindly accepted, and expressed much pleas- 
ure at seeing the school, and the presents to be distributed. There were 
forty-one pupils present. They were examined in Arabic, on the birth 
and early life of Curist, by Mr. Abon Nadir, and the first class by Mr. 
Murad in English, on the Old Testament, from the beginning to Joseph’s 
coming to Egypt, and his rise to be second in the kingdom. Had time 
permitted they could have gone on further. They then sang a hymn in 
Arabic and one in English, “ While shepherds watched their flocks,” 
We then gave the presents and sweets, with which the children were 
delighted. We gave to each boy, who was well off, comparatively, a pen- 
knife, and to each who was poor, a woolen scarf, such as the Arabs wear. 
We gave also a large round biscuit, and an orange and a paper of sugar 
plums. Mr. Charteris then left to go on board the steamer. I was 
myself much pleased with the appearance of the school, and the children 
seemed so happy. 

On Sunday last, Bishop Gobat and his son were here on their way to 
Alexandria. The Bishop held Service at our house, and had the Commu- 
nion Service early, at 9 o’clock, and his son baptized the son of a Protes- 
tant Arab—the third child he has baptized in our house. 

I received a letter yesterday from Dr. Thomson, of Constantinople, 
respecting the Bible Society books, in which he writes as follows : 

“T trust this will find you and Mrs. Hay in good health, and your . 
school prospering and performing a valuable service for the community. 
Education is certainly the great want for Syria, and Palestine especially, 
and we can only wish, that such workers as yourselves, were to be found 
in every town and hamlet of these interesting, but deeply sunken lands.” 

I now close, fearing my letter may be too late for the mail. 

We all unite in wishing you, and those around you, the compliments 


of the New Year.

LETTER FROM BISHOP HOLLY. 
Port-au-Prince, January 20, 1876, 
Rey. anp DEAR Docror: Your Circular to the Missionaries abroad 
announcing the death of the Rey. Dr. Duane, late Secretary and General 
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Agent of the Foreign Committee, came to hand two weeks since, and 
spread a mournful gloom over us like unto a funeral pall. ; 

Before leaving New York I knew of the sickness of Dr. Duane, and 
regretted, when I called at the Mission Rooms to take leave of the 
brethren, I did not have the satisfaction of meeting him to give the fare- 
well grasp of the brotherly hand ; but I thought that his absence was 
only caused by a slight indisposition from a little over-exertion during 
his trip to the West to attend the Delegate Meeting of the Board. I had 
not the least idea that his sickness was then unto death. 

As you are doubtless aware, the first letter sent after my arrival home 
to his address, as Secretary and General Agent, made allusion to his 
indisposition and absence from the Mission Rooms the day of my leave- 
taking, and expressed the hope of his perfect restoration to health by the 
time it should come to hand. Alas! his spirit had already returned to 
the Gop who gave it. 

“But what a solemn thought for us all in general, and the American 
branch of the Church of Curis in particular, this flight of the soul of its 
Foreign Missionary Secretary to the presence of the Gop of the Universe ! 

IT remember, when he assumed the Missionary reins of the Church’s 
work, how large were his hopes as expressed through his Missionary cor- 
respondence. The Missionary offerings did not allow him to realize these 
hopes. Hence, instead of being occupied to see how and where the work 
could best be extended—an occupation that would have been so congenial 
to his soul—he found himself, on the contrary, obliged to devote his 
attention to the question of contracting many needful appropriations, in 
order to maintain on the barest minimum the preaching of the Gospel in 
the Stations already occupied. Hence, by the internal conflict kept up 
in his spirit between the enlarged desires of his heart towards the Mis- 
sionary work, and the narrow contraction he felt himself forced to prac- 
tice, as a faithful steward, with the small means placed at the disposal of 
the Foreign Committee, an agony of soul must have thereby been kept 
up within, that harrowed the body, predisposing it to disease and render- 
ing him an easy prey to the fell destroyer, death ! 

Let us hope that the sudden flight of the pure spirit of our departed 
brother, as he was weighed down by all his Missionary cares, anxieties 
and responsibilities, may produce a salutory effect on the whole American 
Church, and bring forth in all its members fruits meet for repentance, by 
the devising of wise measures for increased efliciency in its Missionary 
operations on the part of its officers, and more generous contributions on 
the part of its faithful members to sustain these operations. Then, how- 
ever sad and sorrowful the remembrance of the death of our dear de- 
parted brother will ever remain, yet that death, mournful as it is, will not 
have been in vain !

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SECOND LETTER OF BISHOP HOLLY, 
Porr-au-Prinog, January 24, 1876, 
Rey. AnD DEAR Docror: Since my return I have held Confirmations 


as follows : 
Dee. *h 1875.—Holy Trinity, Port-au- “Prince, persons confirmed. 
Jan. 9, 1876.—Holy Comforter, “ 


The latter parish was occupied by the wate teh Deacon Bistoury up 
to the moment of his sad death. The two persons confirmed therein may 
be said to have been gathered into the Church, one as the fruits of his 
last labors on earth, the other by his startling death. 

It was certainly a very solemn moment for me and for all who assisted 
at the sacred Services held at the Holy Comforter on the 9th instant. It 
was my first official visitation to that parish since my return and since 
the death of its Minister. And on this occasion, while the black (hung 
for six months) still told of the parochial bereavement, to see 

, who had been gathered in the Church by the last labors of the 
departed Minister, and , converted by his death, come forward to 
receive the laying on of hands in Confirmation—this scene produced an 
overpowering sense upon all present of what Gop has already done by 
the faithful life of our deceased brother, and what testimony still goes 
forth from his grave to cause others to turn to him, for “ He being dead 
yet speaketh.” 

Nineteen communicants have been added to Holy Trinity Church 
since my return home last December. Twelve have been admitted after 
Confirmation, and seven have been admitted by removal hither from the 
British Colonial Churches in Jamaica, Nassau, Inagua and St. Thomas.

A PLEASANT LETTER. 
Tue following letter is very interesting to us in several respects. It 
comes from a parish Minister in the far West. It has cheered us not a

Rey. AND DEAR Broruer: With this letter I have sent to Mr. Brown, 
Treasurer, the sum of $26.12, which is double the sum of last year. Yes- 
terday (Sunday, the 23d) was a very disagreeable day, cold, with three | 
inches of snow on the ground, and the congregation small. My 
heart, which is in the cause of Foreign Missions, misgave me when I 
looked upon the few faithful worshippers, and most of them not over- 
blessed with this world’s goods. But our departed Brother Duane, 
whom I never knew personally, was in the habit of sending me each year 
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a few loving words of encouragement. I read that letter, and “ he being | 


dead, yet” spoke to my people from Paradise, exhorting them to continue 
in well-doing. I myself was greatly encouraged to advocate the claims 
of the Foreign Committee with greater boldness, and hence the result. 
It is but a small amount, but yet it is half a dollar for each communicant. 
If the Church at large, consisting of three hundred thousand communi- 
eants, would follow the example of poor St. ’s, there would flow 
enough into the Treasury of the Foreign Committee, not only to pay its 
indebtedness, but also discharge its obligation to the faithful Missionaries 
abroad.

THE OPENING OF THE TOKIO NORMAL SCHOOL FOR 
GIRLS AT YEDO. 

On Monday, the 30th Nov., Her Majesty the Empress, attended by 
Okubo, Minister for Home Affairs; Madénokéji, Vice-Minister of the 
Household, and Sugi, Assistant Vice-Minister of the Household, went, at 
9 a.mM., to be present at the ceremony of opening the Tékid Normal 
School for Girls. At the outer gate were displayed foreign decorations, 
with the chrysanthemum flower ; at the front entrance a purple curtain 
was hung and the national flag displayed, while the Principal of the 
School, the teachers and scholars, the Vice-Minister for Education, and 
others, went out to meet Her Majesty. In the waiting-room the Empress 
took her seat upon a throne divided off by screens, on which were por- 
trayed maple trees and deer, and snow-laden pine trees with bears, and 
adorned with two flower-vases containing chrysanthemums and Landinas. 
The Superintendent of the School, Nakamura Masanawo, together with 
the teachers, educational officials, and foreign representatives, then paid 
their respects, after which the Empress went out into the large hall, all 
the company attending her. Here the Superintendent of the School read 
a congratulatory address upon the ceremony of opening the school, as 
follows : 

“We humbly venture to think that the enlightenment of a country 
depends upon the excellence of its Government, and that the excellence 
of its Government depends upon the perfect nature of the regulations of 
families, Now the perfect nature of household regulations depends upon 
the integrity of thought, advance of intelligence, and chaste and upright 
action of women, Our land affords from olden days down to the present 
time numberless instances of virtuous women, but still if we regard the 
matter in respect to the whole of our country, it must be allowed that the 
regulations for the education of women are exceedingly defective. At 
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the present moment reform in enlightenment has gradually progressed, 
and it is a source of rejoicing to the myriads of our people that the Tdkid 
Normal School for Girls has been established, and that by Her Majesty’s 
attendance to-day the ceremony of opening the school is favorably carried 
out. Our earnest desire is that those who may in after time complete 
their education here may become virtuous women, and so assist their 
husbands ; virtuous mothers, and so instruct their children ; and that by 
their giving birth to and rearing up a worthy population our country may 
become a prosperous and tranquil land.” 


After this the lists and the keys were delivered by the Vice-Minister 
for Education to the Principal, who then presented the School Regula- 
tions. 

Her Majesty the Empress replied : 

“Upon hearing last year that this school was about to be established, 
in order to foster the growth of education for girls, I was unable to con- 
tain myjoy. Its construction has now been completed, and the ceremony 
of its opening has been performed. My earnest desire is that this school 
may henceforth be prosperous, and that I may eventually see the beauti- 
ful frait of female education appear in profusion throughout the whole of 
the land.” 

The Vice-Minister for Education next offered a congratulatory ad- 
dress : : 

“The construction of the Tékié Normal School for Girls having been 
completed, we have now come to the time for the commencement of its 
operations. Wee cannot but rejoice and offer congratulations with respect 
to this. How much the more, then, when our good and gracious Empress 
has been pleased to attend here, should we rejoice over and over again 
at the brilliant glory of this school! If we consider well the words of 
the Western proverb, that ‘ girls are the mothers of education,’ we sum up 
in a very few words the reason why female education is so weighty a 
matter, and leave nought unsaid. From these words the idea is clearly 
apparent, and easy of perception. Why should we attempt any super- 
- fluous explanation thereof? I content myself with merely making this 
one observation.” 

Nomura Chiu-toku-gaku,* Hatakéyama Chiu-toku-gaku,* and the 
Fourth Class, Kundo* Tanahashi Aya, deliverd congratulatory speeches. 
The Fifth Class, Kiydyu Asadka Hajimé, and three of the pupils, deliv- 
ered addresses, while Aéyama Chiyo, Yoshikawa Wakana, Furuichi 
Raku, and others, composed verses. Amongst these were the following : 
“The place of learning to-day founded shall, like the young pine tree, 
flourish and exist for a thousand years.” And again: “ My father and 


"* Different titles of educational rank, 
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mother will bedew their sleeves with tears on hearing of the joyful fact 
of my appearance to-day before the Empress.” 

After this Her Majesty inspected the school-rooms, visiting first the 
Philosophical Room ; then the Arithmetical Room ; and, lastly, the 
Writing Room—and then going over the whole of the premises. Return- 
ing to her former throne, she bestowed upon each of the three pupils who 
had given addresses an instrument for ruling lines, and offered tea and 
sweetineats to all the company. She returned to the Imperial Palace at 
about 12 o’clock. The general public were then admitted to view the 
school, and a very large number availed themselves of the opportunity to 
inspect it minutely— Hochi Shimbun.

CHARLESTON, SOUTH CAROLINA. 

On January 7, in Charleston, the cornerstone of St. Mark’s Church 
was laid by Bishop Howe, a number of Clergy being present. Addresses 
were made by the Rev. A. Toomer Porter, the Rev. C. C. Pinckney, the 
Rey. W. O. Prentiss, and the Rt. Rev. Bishop Howe. 

The building is situated at the corner of Thomas and Warren Streets, 
and will be quite a handsome structure. The Services were participated 
in by about twelve hundred persons, white and colored, and a very hand- 
some sum was realized from the offerings on the occasion. A corre- 
spondent writes : 

“The congregation of St. Mark’s is made up entirely of a very intel- 
ligent and thrifty portion of the Colored population of Charleston, who 
from childhood, or by choice, have attached themselves to the Church, and 
who in the face of difficulties and discouragements, and even strong 
temptation, have clung to the Church of their love, until, as the Bishop 
expressed it, they have become an organic part of the same.”— Chaurch 
Journal.

iy answer to your request some months ago, I wrote all that I thought 
could interest in regard to our negro troops. Among other things, I sent 
you a copy of Articles of Association, which have been signed by a goodly 
number of the Colored People. We have no Episcopalians among our 
Colored population, and by means of the “ Band,” or Association alluded 
to, we have got rid of all other denominational names, and all are work- 
ing harmoniously together. 

I administered the Communion the first Sunday night in the year, to 
about a dozen of them, and have offered to baptize any one of the others 
who wish to confess Curist before the world. 

When the members of the Band leave this post, and go where there 
are established Churches, they will follow their preferences in forming 
their connections. 

They have obtained over $200 of subscriptions to build a church, and 
paid in over $70. I am to build the church, and when we get it done, 
which I hope will be in a few weeks, I will send you a description of it. 
A company of a dozen or twenty men is to go this week twenty or thirty 
miles to procure poles ; for the church is to be built of poles, and to hold 
250 persons. I expect most trouble in making the roof. Common pine 
boards cost from $100 to $150 a thousand—shingles in proportion. So I 
fear our subscription will be too small to allow of either on the roof. 
Benches we must have ; they cannot be made without boards. We shall 
soon see what can be done. I shall build according to our means, and 
make no debt.

Axrnoven this church for Colored persons is yet in its infancy, it is in 
a most thriving condition. It has a day-school of a hundred scholars 
besides a large Sunday-school, and the chants are rendered in fine style 
by the choir of adults and children. Bishop Dudley confirmed fourteen 
persons in this church recently, This is one of the fortunate congregations, 
which is saddled with no discouraging debt, and has abundant means to 
keep its machinery in motion,

whom it was made. I pay monthly visits to Flemingsburg, where we 
have a Mission Station. We have been using the Methodist place of 
worship until my November visit, when we got into our own church. I 
then spoke to some of the Colored People, offering to have a Service for 
them. They seemed to be thankful, and so upon my last visit I held a 
Service for them Sunday afternoon, and we had a congregation of about 
fifty. Some of them told me they would like to contribute something 
towards the expenses. But I told them they were provided for, but that 
I would be happy to forward their offerings to you, for work among their 
own people in the South. 

The Offertory at that Service was a very touching sight. When I 
read one of the Sentences, of their own motion they rose up and, under 
the leadership of one of their number, began singing, “ Come, Hoty 
Sprrir.” Then, one by one, during the singing, they came forward to the 
chancel steps where I stood and dropped their nickels into the alms-basin. 
One or two left the church hurriedly—not to avoid giving, but to run 
home and get their money, and then returned and made their offering. 
Oh, that some of our white friends would “ go and do likewise.” 

Considering the circumstances, this dollar and a half is about equal to 
an offering of one hundred dollars from an ordinary white congregation, 
in the amount of sacrifice it cost. 


A FREEDWOMAN’S LEGACY TO THE BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Miss Henrretra Parker, late of New Britain, Ct., deceased, in her 
last will and testament bequeathed to the American Bible Society one hun- 
dred dollars, and also the rest and residue of her estate after paying all 
her debts and other legacies, amounting in all to $549.69. 

Miss Parker was once a slave, and was freed by her master (or father), 
- who lived near Columbus, Ga., and sent North about the year 1830. She 
first lived in the family of the late Anson Hungerford, Esq., in Harwinton, 
Ct., about twenty years, and then removed to New Britain, where she 
died on the 26th of January last, respected by all who knew her, for her 
sincere, devoted Christian life. She left an estate of $2,294.40 which had 
been saved from her hard earnings, out of which another institution has 
received a legacy of $200, and this with the amount received by the 
American Bible Society, makes $749.69 cast into the treasury of the 
Lorp. 

She directed that her bequest should be expended in organizing Sunday- 
schools among the Freedmen in the State of Georgia, and furnishing Bibles 
and Testaments for the use of the same. Who can tell how much good 
may be done among the Freedmen by the hard earnings of this humble » 
servant of Jesus Curtst ?—Bible Society Record.

FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY IN 
THE DIOCESE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


In December of 1874, the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Pennsylvania 
addressed a Circular Letter to his Clergy, of which the following is a 


copy. 
REv. AND DEAR SIR: 

It has long been in my heart to take measures for the greater inerease 
of Missionary zeal and work among the women of this Diocese. As. a 
means to secure this end, I have invited Miss Emery, the Secretary of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, to meet and confer with 
several ladies in this city ; and the result has been the adoption of a plan 
which it is believed will, with Gon’s blessing, accomplish the desired pur- 
pose. It is proposed to organize this effort in behalf of the General Mis- 
sion work of our Church into four Departments, viz., the Foreign, the 
Domestic, the Freedmen and the Indian, which united will constitute the 
Woman’s Auxiliary in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. Each of these 
Departments will be placed under the care of persons selected by the 
ladies and approved by myself, who will constitute a staff of officers for 
each division of the Mission field, and to whom will be entrusted the work 
of extending their several Departments into each parish in the Diocese. 

To aid in perfecting this organization, I earnestly beg that you will 
appoint from among the workers of your parish, two ladies for each of 
the four branches, being eight in all (or six if you have already appointed 
Delegates to the Indians’ Hope), who can act in your parish as collecting 
and distributing centres, gathering in the funds and diffusing the needed 
information for keeping up the interest in the several fields of labor 
brought before them. I should be glad to see each parish actively 
co-operate with these central Committees, and thus brought into union 
as one Missionary working force, for the increase of needed funds and 
the diffusion of needed information. Will you kindly aid in this impor- 
tant work, not only by making the nominations requested, but also by 
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doing what you can to awaken zeal and intelligent interest in this noble 
work ? 
Praying Gop to bless you in this effort to promote the advance of the 
RepreEMER’s Kingdom, I remain,

A number of replies to this letter having been received, a meet- 
mg, called by the Bishop, was held at his house on January 30, 1875, 
when Officers were elected, and the several Committees, to be composed 
of Delegates from all parishes in the Diocese willing to engage in the 
different Departments of Missionary work, were duly organized. The 
Indians’ Hope, so long and so well known in its labors for the Red Man, 
naturally became the Committee on Indian Work, and also seryed as a 
model to the other Committees in their first efforts. 

Exactly one year after this initiatory meeting, on the evening of Sun- 
day, January 30, 1876; the first Anniversary of the Society, in the form 
of a General Missionary Meeting, was held in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, Philadelphia, Bishop Stevens presiding. After the opening Ser- 
vices, which were conducted by the Rey. Dr. Spear and the Rey. Dr. Hay, 
the following Reports were read by the Rev. Dr. Robins. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WORK FOR DOMESTIC MISSIONARIES, 


At a call from Bishop Stevens, a meeting of Delegates from different 
parishes in the Diocese, was held at his house on Saturday, January 30, 
1875. At this meeting the “Committee on Work for Domestic Mission- 
aries” was organized. Its object is to send out boxes of clothing, etc., to 
Missionaries throughout the country, and to do this in such a systematic 
way, that the relief will be more equally distributed than would be possi- 
ble without some such organization. 

Letters are received from Missionaries, stating their wants, and giving 
the ages and measurements of every member of the family. These letters 
are distributed at the monthly meetings, to the parish societies that are 
ready to fill orders. During the year twenty-one such letters have been 
distributed by the society, and sixty-six boxes have been reported as sent. 
This includes the work of parish societies that have received their letters 
in other ways, but have repor ted their work to us, 

At the first meeting nine churches were represented by thirteen dele- 
gates, but the number has gradually increased to twenty-five churches, 
represented by fifty-six delegates who either come in person or commu- 
nicate by letter.

As the interest in the work increased, it was decided to include needy 


Clergymen as well as Missionaries in our efforts,

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The society held its first meetings at the house of its President, but 
after the summer recess, the Sunday-school room of St. Mark’s Church 
was kindly offered for that purpose. The meetings are held on the last 
Tuesday in every month, at 12 o’clock ; they are open to all interested, 
as well as to the delegates, and are Lxcta by the reading of letters of 
thanks from those who have received aid (always suppressing the name), 
and by addresses. It is hoped that these meetings will every month 
increase in interest, and that they will not fail to excite a deeper zeal, 
and greater activity in this noble work.

REPORT OF THE INDIANS’ HOPE ASSOCIATION. 


The Indians’ Hope Association has just entered upon its eighth year. 
In common with the other Indian Aid Societies, it can record a steady 
growth of interest in the work it has undertaken ; but this very growth, 
enabling it to survey its field of work more broadly, has revealed an 
extent of need far beycnd its ability to meet. 

Until lately this Association has simply aided Indian Missions in 
general ; it has now undertaken the entire support of one, hoping to be 
able to do this without withdrawing utterly from the general work. 
Annual subscriptions are especially needed, forming, as they do, the only 
income for meeting the regular expenses of Missions. A reduction in 
these is a great’source of anxiety to all upon whom the responsibility 
rests. 

Thirty-seven parishes codperate in the Association. During the past 
year their contributions amounted to $3,787.94, while in addition 
fifteen valuable boxes were sent where the need seemed greatest—five 
from the Association, the other ten directly from codperating parishes, 
to which they were acknowledged. 

The meetings of the Association, held on the last Monday of each 
month, at 11 o’clock, in the parish building of the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, are open to all interested. Letters are constantly read which 
keep up communication with the Mission household, and show where help 
can be most effectually given. 

We still sometimes hear that “Indian Missions are a failure,” but it 
would be difficult to find proof for the statement. Many and great proofs 
of success could be given by those who have watched these Missions. 
Perhaps the long failure of other influences in civilizing the Indians shows 
in its true light one result of Mission work. It is now several years since 
over one hundred of Mr. Hinman’s Santee converts gave up rations, and 
all dependence upon either the Government or Missions, took farms, and 
have been ever since quietly supporting themselves as American citizens.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WORK FOR FREEDMEN. 


In response to the Bishop’s appeal to the Rectors of the several par- 
ishes to appoint delegates to the four different Departments of work in 
connection with the Woman’s Auxiliary, some ten or twelve ladies offered 
on behalf of the Freedmen. 

Great difficulty was experienced in finding any one willing to under- 
take the Presidency of the Committee ; and when this post was filled, 
there was much trouble in obtaining the other officers and in getting the 
Committee together. 

By this time the summer was reached, so that but little could be done 
beyond the making up and sending a box of clothing, valued at about 
$50, and the collection from one parish of $14.07. 

This autumn the President resigned, and it was not until late in 
December that another appointment could be made and the Board 
reorganized. A determined effort has been made, however, to secure 
delegates from all parishes interested in the matter. 

Some twenty parishes are now represented by about forty delegates, 
and at the second meeting held this winter, eighty dollars were handed 
in, or promised, and thirty dollars’ worth of garments given. 

The Committee has determined to undertake the support of one of 
the teachers in a Church school for colored youth in Charleston, 8. C., 
and hope to be able to supply the scholars, some two hundred ip num- 
ber, who are in need, with clothing—in addition to which, several 
parishes will doubtless make up boxes, to be sent to some of the Mission- 
aries laboring among the Freedmen. This certainly is a field for Mission- 
ary labor which has not yet received the attention it deserves. Surely 
it appeals as much to Christian charity as either of the others, for which 
we have done comparatively so much. Certainly the negro in the South 
has as much need of the Church’s offices as the Western settler, and he is 
surely as capable of moral and spiritual elevation as is the Indian. 

We confess we cannot understand how Christian people can allow 
any political or social prejudices to prevent their carrying out the first 
precept of their religion, in sharing its blessings with every race. 

The fact that in some of the States the negroes now control the 
political power, in no way exonerates us, but should rather impel us the 
more to do all that we can for the elevation of those who exercise such 
responsibilities. And there is no gainsaying the truth, that vast numbers 
of them are poor and destitute, both physically and spiritually. And, 
surely, if one be in need of bread and clothing we should not stop to inquire 
as to his color, or his political sympathies, before we relieve him ; nor 
ought the Church to fail in her endeavor to supply any spiritual want 
that she may recognize. The negroes are notoriously susceptible to 
religious influences, and the best religious guides they possess are igno- 
rant, fanatical, and often unprincipled men. 
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We trust the time is coming when the Church will arouse itself to this 
work, as nobly as it has done to the work for the Indians ; and it shall 
be the endeavor of this Committee to enlist the interest of our women in 
this neglected cause, as their hearts are often quicker to discern and 
readier to relieve need, wherever seen.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WORK FOR FOREIGN MISSIONARIES, 


It seems proper, at this time, to give some account of the Ladies’ 
Foreign Committee of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, although it has not 
been in existance quite one year, having been organized March 1, 1875, 

The meetings are held the first Monday in every month, at the resi- 
dence of Bishop Stevens. Only eighteen parishes, out of more than one 
hundred, are working with us. It is greatly to be desired that others 
should join in this department of Missionary work. We cannot believe 
there is a parish in this Diocese unable to furnish at least one woman 
imbued with sufficient Missionary zeal to be willing to do what she can 
to promote a Missionary spirit in her own parish, and to solicit subscrip- 
tions for this object. We appeal to these women to offer their services 
to their Rectors, who will not then refuse to appoint them as delegates, 
We would like, before the end of the year, to obtain representatives from 
every congregation in this Diocese. 

The result of our labors seems small, but we feel encouraged to have 
made a beginning, and rejoice at being able to send nearly $500 in money, 
and boxes to the value of $150, as the fruit of our first year’s work. 

Holy Trinity Church must be gratefully named as having materially 
helped us with the collection taken at Rt. Rey. Bishop Jaggar’s Conse- 
eration, viz., $207. Valuable aid has also been rendered by the Parishes 
of Christ Church Chapel, St. Stephen’s, St. Clement’s, St. Peter’s, Ger- 
mantown, and the Church of the Redeemer, Seamen’s Mission ; also from 
the Bishop Potter Memorial House. 

The meetings, since October 1, have been better attended, and a grow- 
ing interest in the work has been manifested. The ladies are at present 
preparing a box intended for the Christian natives at the Orphan Asylum, 
Cape Palmas. Owing to the war now in progress between the natives 
and the Liberians, much distress prevails at the Mission, many of the 
Missionaries being compelled to withdraw for a time. The Christian 
natives and the orphans of the Asylum, with their faithful teacher, Miss 
Botts, are especially in need of sympathy and assistance.. Contributions 
to this particular object will still be welcome. 

For the benefit of those unacquainted with this work, it may be well 
to state the objects we had in view when we commenced. Our first 
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object was to raise a fund, out of which should be paid the amount neces- 
sary to make all our Foreign Missionaries members of the Clergyman’s 
Insurance League ; thus making some provision for their families in case 
of their death. The sum of $50 per annum will insure a Clergyman in this 
league, as well as pay his mortuary dues. . How easy it would be for one 
parish to raise this sum without burdening any one! The second object, 
was to aid the Foreign Committee in paying the pensions of those Mis- 


sionaries who have broken down in health in the service of the Divine 


Master, and are now dependent on the living care and sympathy of the 
Church at home for their support. It is especially fitting that such a 
tender ministration should be left to the women of the Church, not one 
of whom, we think, will refuse the opportunity of taking some little share 
in the good work. 

We hope another year to assist in paying the salaries of our unmarried 


female Missionaries. A step has been taken in this direction, by under-_ 


taking the support of Miss Nelson, the youngest Missionary ever sent out 
by the Board. 

The Foreign Committee have just issued an Appeal, from which we 
extract the following item: ‘“ While the embarrassments of the Commit- 
tee continue, we do not think it right to send out new laborers, or even to 
supply the places of those who may be providentially removed. We 
trust. the Committee and the Church will be spared the grief and humili- 
ation of having to recall any of the laborers now in the field.” Will not 
the women of the Church come to the help of the Foreign Committee in 
this dark hour? Women’s hands and women’s gold have often come to 
their country’s aid in the hour of peril. Shall they do more for their 
land than for their Gop ?

C. C. Tiffany, of the Church of 
the Atonement, New York, in behalf of the Freedman ; by the Rev. Dr. 
Rudder, of St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, in behalf of Foreign Mis- 
sions ; by the Rey. Dr, Rumney, of St. Peter’s Church, Germantown, in 
behalf of Domestic Missions ; and by the Rev. Dr. Henry, of Stamford, 


Conn., in behalf of the Indians. The Bishop then made the concluding 


address, dwelling particularly upon the practical aspect of the work 
undertaken by the several Committees, and encouraging each in turn by 
kindly words of praise and counsel. The Meeting was then closed with 
the Benediction, pronounced by the Bishop.
